A NEW TItENI) IN LWJOR 
To the credit of many who arc worklna un^ 
der the Ironclad rules of the labor unlon-i, 
they are growing tired of being herded 
around by unscrupulous leaders. 

Tlicrc nre Increasing numbers of war work 
ere returning from the production centers 
for the reason that they have found the 
dictatorships over labor nltogethcr too 
savory. 

Men who at first reconciled themselves to 
the fact that they could not secure war work 
without becoming members of a union, have 
too much American blood In their veins to 
be treated as If they were puppeti. 

Not only do they object to the Initiation 
fce.'i and dues, but they resent the tendency 
toward being denied a voice In union af/airs. 
Being Idle- while rival unions wrongle over 
Jurisdictional matters, when they would 
much prefer to be working. Is onother con- 
dition of which they disapprove. 

As 0 good example of this reaction that 
Is coming about, 33 members of the Clilcago 
«Icvator operotors' union have brought suit 
to end control of their organiiatlon by the 
AFL building service employes International 
union, alleging that the Intemotional has 
given their union "a reputation ns a gangster- 
ridden labor organization." 

In demanding an accounting of union 
Jtunds, they charge the defendants with de- 
spoliation 6t the union treasury, exploita- 
tion of the members, and a denial of freedom 
of speech at union meetings. . 

Unfortunately, union labor as a whole Is 
being subjected to a growing stigma as a 
result of its leadership— a stigma for much 
''ofwlilch the laborers themselves are not 
responsible. 

It is only reasonable that a large percent- 
age ol Union labor is eager to work and serve 
Its country. And it Is only natural that this 
percentage will become resentful of domi- 
neering exploitation by Its leadership. 



THOUGHTLESSNESS THAT HURTS 

We were moved by a conver^tlon we had 
the other day with a Twin Falls mother who 
has several sons In the service. A!mo.st tear- 
■ fully, and in all sincerity, she told of how It 
■ hurts when someone makes a slIghtlnB re- 
mark about our armed forcci. or complains 
about civilian ITiconvenlcnces, - ' 

.This mother, as loyal and patriotic aj any 
you will find in the country, is like all other 
mother.^ whose boys arc fighting for the 
United States. Tlie welfare of her sons natur- 
ally is foremost In her mind. 

And like many of such mothers, she is 
devoting considerable of her time In con- 
tributing to the war effort In every way she 
can. In the belief that by so doing she is not 
only adding to ^he comfort, morale an'd'eafety 
of her own sons, but to all other men in the 
service as well. 

"We never know what our boys might be 
going through right at this very moment, 
\she said. "And when you hear the remarks 
that some people make so thoughtlessly, It 
really hurts." 

Knowing that we are now surrounded by 
mothers and fathers of boys who arc making 
the supreme sacrifice, isn't this a point that 
every lost one of us should consider serloiuly? 
Shouldn't we be doubly careful in what we 
do and say. lest these mothers and fathers 
begin to lose faith in the'very principles for 
which their sons ore fighting?

Clarify Meat Point-Rationing 



■WABHINOTON, March 35 din 
Questions and ofdclal answers 
about meiit polnt-ratlonlns: 

Q. How many pounds of rornl 
will I be able to buy for each pcr^c 
In my family when rationing bi 
Riiis? A. Tfou arc not on a "p 
pound" meat ration. What amount 
you set depends on tlie cut of 
you bU)', and what other rationed 
foods you W'LiIi to buy with you 
stamps. You will have IG polnUi 
l>cr person to spend each week lor 
meats, cheese, canned Ilsh, and tats 
and oils toseiher. 

Q. Will 1 get more meal for my 
stamps If I buy cuts of higher 
point value? A, Not neccisarlly. 
Point values arc determined by 
number of tacton In addition to 
the amount ol edible mtat per 
pound. Porterhouse steak, for 
ample, worth eight points per 
pound, has a large bone; beef Uvrr, 
worth only points, has no bone 
nt all. 

Q. When ratlonlni; begins, can I

A. Probably not. In localities where
